Still another idea, which

the island of Luzon, the advocates of 
that plan believing that there would be 
trouble between the governments which 
occupied a portion of the island with a 
line of demarkation such as would ex­ 
ist in case Manila and the bay only was 
retained.

Last June he returned and, tak­ 
ing a few friends into his confidence, 
revisited the place and 
staked out 
claims. 
Walker Carter, who has just re­ 
turned here from the diggings, says: 
“I saw four men shovel in 26 ounces 
in two days, one pan from bed rock 
containing $4. This was on Discovery 
claim, 
lin e creek is about lo miles 
long and will average 75 feet in width. 
Discovery claim is about eight miles 
from the mouth of the creek. The bed 
rook is only five feet from the surface 
and is of a slate formation. Miller has 
five men at work shoveling into sluice 
boxes and he pays $12 a day each, set­ 
tling every night with dust taken from 
the boxes.' The men are taking out 
$60 a day to the man. 
“When I left 83 claims had been lo­ 
cated and the balance of the creek is 
reserved by the Canadian government. 
When I was coming out to Juneau I 
met a large number of prospectors go­ 
ing into every bay along Tagish lake 
trying to find the spot, which they had 
heard of but whose location they did 
not know.” 
The news has caused great excite­ 
ment in Juneau and every boat leaving 
here is crowded with prospectors. The 
gold brought in from the new diggings 
is like that from the Klondike, very 
coarse, but it is said to be worth $2 an 
ounce more.

J u n e a u , Alaska, Aug. IO, via Seattle, 
W ash., Aug. 15.—W hat is regarded as 
a most im portant discovery of rich 
placer diggings is reported to have 
been made on Pine creek, a small stream 
em ptying into A tlin lake, a feeder of 
Lake Tagisb. 
The discovery is located 
in the Northw est territory, Canada. 
The news of the discovery has caused 
a great stampede from Juneau and 
other Southeastern Alaska points, and 
it is estimated th at a t least 1,000 pros­ 
pectors have started for the locality. 
As reported here, the find was made 
two years ago by George Miller of this 
city, about the tim e the Klondike was 
made. 
Miller allowed his discovery to 
rem ain dorm ant and w ent to the Klon­ 
dike. 
Last June he returned and, tak ­ 
ing a few friends into his confidence, 
revisited the place and 
staked out 
claims. 
W alker Carter, who has just re­ 
turned here from the diggings, says: 
“ I saw four men shovel in 26 ounces 
in two days, one pan from bed rock 
containing $4. 
This was on Discovery 
claim, 
fin e creek is about lo miles 
long and will average 75 feet in width. 
Discovery claim is about eight miles 
from the mouth of the creek. The bed 
rock is only five feet from the surface 
and is of a slate formation. 
Miller has 
five men at work shoveling into sluice 
boxes and he pays $12 a day each, set­ 
tling every night w ith dust taken from 
the boxes.* The men are taking out 
$ 60 a day to the man. 
“ W hen I left 83 claims had been lo­ 
cated and the balance of the creek is 
reserved by the Canadian government. 
W hen I was coming out to Juneau I 
m et a large num ber of prospectors go­ 
ing into every bay along Tagish lake 
trying to find the spot, which they had 
heard of but whose location they did 
not know.” 
The news has caused great excite­ 
m ent in Juneau and every boat leaving 
here is crowded w ith prospectors. 
The 
gold brought in from the new diggings 
is like that from the Klondike, very 
coarse, but it is said to be worth $2 an 
ounce more.

The masses and the p ow­ 
erful classes are now p rofoundly dis­ 
gusted and are weary of the p resent 
p oliticians, newsp ap ers and leaders. 
The great daugmr of the future is that 
these yet undecided b ut controlling ele­ 
menti! may b e driven into Oarlism or 
democracy. 
“ The Philip p ine question is b ound 
to give much troub le to America, to 
Sp ain and to the Europ ean nations gen­ 
erally. 
It is unwise not to understand 
that the Americans have taught the na­ 
tions of the Malay race to face the Eu­ 
rop eans. 
This will tell against any 
rulers of our archip elagoes and will b e 
felt in the far eastern colonies of Eng­ 
land, Erauoe and Holland, b ecause the 
sp ell of p restige has b een scattered to 
the winds. 
’The Americans have ap p roached the 
Philip p ine p rob lems without enough 
study and p rep aration. 
Having b een 
b adly informed b y their consuls, they 
have committed the egregious mistake 
of sup p osing that the natives are cap a­ 
b le of carrying out Anglo-Saxon notions 
of self government—administration, de­ 
centralization and lib erty of conscience. 
“ Directly they were rid of the Eu­ 
rop ean the natives in every insurrec­ 
tion, even in the last ones, have in­ 
stantly returned to their p rim itive con­ 
ditions. Affecting to elect to b e the lit­ 
tle king’s chieftains, with ab solute 
p ower in each district, they keep up 
the worst featdres of our officialism, 
and even in religions m atters stick to 
those outward forms and ceremonies of 
worship which most strike the imagi­ 
native oriental races, though real reli­ 
gious feelings never p enetrate deep ly in­ 
to their almost childish nature. 
“ Such p eop le are utterly incap ab le of 
im itating even the Jap anese, who un­ 
derstand and show p rofound contemp t 
for the Tagals and for onr mestizos or 
half castes—crossb reeds of natives and 
Chinese or Sp aniards, who in two gen­ 
erations on the average revert to the 
condition of the inferior native race. 
They have all the defects and none of 
the higher qualities of either of the an­ 
cestral stocks. 
“ Such meu are the moving sp irits in 
the insurrections. They sell themselves 
like Aguinaldo» o r ^ 
for titles and 


cure advantages over Europ ean comp et­ 
itors, who, like England, France and 
Germany, were ahead in the archip ela­ 
goes. 
“ But Jap an is a rival not to b e dis­ 
dained, as her foreign and commercial 
p olicy is fostered and directed b y ab le, 
farseeiug, amb itious men. She cannot 
extend northward on account of Russia. 
Germany must necessarily go south and 
east toward the Sp auish sp here of influ­ 
ence. I have studied the eastern coun­ 
tries carefully. 
The Europ ean p owers 
do not p ay enough attention to the formi­ 
dab le economical and commercial rivals 
starting into existence in China and 
Jap an. 
“ We p erhap s b etter than others could 
have dealt with the difflcnlties of rul­ 
ing our archip elagoes, b ecause we are 
accustomed to handling heterogeneous 
races under our sway. Only we cannot 
undertake to do so unless allowed a free 
hand, without the drawb acks of Amer­ 
ican interfertmce or p rotectorate to crip ­ 
p le our costly efforts to re-estab lish im­ 
p erial rule. 
“ The religions questions will f,*ive us 
as much troub le as the commercial ques­ 
tions, up on which America will lay the 
most stress. I found yonder that the 
Jesuits exerci.sed the most influence on 
the natives, then the Dominicans, next 
the Angustiiiians and the Franciscan 
friars the least of all. Church p rivileges 
and p rop erty will not ob struct reform 
or onr rule in the archip elagoes. 
“ Onr Philip p ines had no deb t b efore 
the reb ellion of 
189 6-7, very little 
taxation, a comp aratively light customs 
tariff and unb ounded natural resources 
and trade p ossib ilities. Const'cjueutly I 
am justified in saying that the p rosp ects 
of the archip elagoes are not b ad if the 
war ends soon and America and Sp ain 
come to an understanding and agree to 
a reasonab le, p ractical restoration of 
our rule in the interests of civilization 
amid races evidently incap ab le of auton­ 
omy of any kind.” 


THEATERS IN CUBA. 


Qu eer R eau latlon « T h at Govern th e Pin y- 
h ou ses on th e Islan d . 
In no other country b ut Cub a is the 
p resence of the p ub lic tolerated in the 
theaters during rehearsals. Climatic 
considerations of course exp lain why 
rehearsals are called at 7 a. m., b ut no 
Cub an I ever sp oke to could give any 
reason why, in Havana, the p ub lic 
should b e p ermitted to attend rehearsals 
free of charge. The law, says The Dra­ 
matic News, does not allow a negro to 
ap p ear on the Cub an stage, with the re­ 
sult that the Sp anish actors are ex­ 
tremely p roud, and if ap p lause is w ith­ 
held are p rone to wax extremely wroth. 
As white ladies in Cub a would think it 
derogatory to ap p ear as sup ers, the law 
which regulates the theater is so far re­ 
laxed as to allow b lack ladies to ap p ear 
on the stage. But the male negroes^ ex­ 
cep t as keep ers when quadrup eds are 
introduced, are sternly p rohib ited. In 
the stock p lays which contain charac­ 
ters unsuited 
for white p erformers 
p ainted mulattoes are tolerated. 
As 
every town in Cub a has its dramatic 
censor, and all these gentlemen have 
their own views as to how a work 
should b e treated, a p lay rendered suit­ 
ab le for Havana frequently requires a 
comp letely different snp ervision for, 
say, Santiago. 
The authorities, not even the censors, 
b eing ab le to cop e w ith earthquakes, 
are careful, mainly b ecause they are 
fond of attending the theaters them­ 
selves, to see that no tires occur. Every 
theater during a p erformance has up ­ 
ward of 50 b lack b omb eros or firemen 
ready to extinguish outb reaks. The p it 
in the Cub a theaters is reserved for 
white gentlemen, and the first tier, 
which is only raised ab out a foot, so 
that conversation may b e indulged in, 
for white ladies. 
The tinkling of a b ell outside during 
a p erformance is the signal for the p lay 
to stop to enab le all p resent, actors in­ 
cluded, to kneel down and cross them 
selves. The tinkling b ell means that a 
p rocession of p riests is p assing to ad­ 
minister the holy sacrament to a dying 
man. All Cub an theaters have b oxes on 
either side of the p roscenium inclosed 
in trellis work. These are for the ac­ 
commodation of families who are in a 
state of half mourning. 
When not let, 
the seats are often disp osed of sub rosa 
to quadroon ladies not allowed to mix 
with white, b ut too p roud to associate 
with b lacks.

The New York Sun s corresp ondent, 
in describ ing the cap ture of Gnam, onc 
of the Ladrone islands, says: Of all the 
residents of Guam with whom mem­ 
b ers of the First b rigade of the Manila 
exp edition came in contact Nicolas Diaz 
was most imp ressed with the cap ture of 
the island b y the Americans. To him it 
was the fulfillment of p rop hecy. Three 
years ago, he said, an American whaler 
said to him : 
“ Nicolas, you wail. Some day b efore 
long a b ig American warship will come 
around that p oint and take this p lace. ” 
Nicolas waited. He kep t his own conn- 
sel, b ecause, as he said, “ it was not 
good to talk too mnch in Sournaye 
ab out the Sp anish. ” He kep t his faith, 
too, and sure enongh the warship did 
come, and three other ship s w ith it, and 
Guam is American. 
They are a simp le, hosp itab le p eop le, 
these Chamorros. They sold their ma­ 
chetes to the soldiers, who wanted them 
as curiosities, for a song, and getting 
more is mighty difficult. 
They ose the 
machete for everything, all the p ursuits 
of p eace and war. 
In p eace they can 
make a shift to do without machetes, 
b ut in their small rows it is different, 
as one old woman said when her hus­ 
b and p arted with his b ig knife for two 
silver dollars, “ Not can fight with 
money.” One night a p arty from one 
of the ship s went in b athing on a little 
sand b each that lies south of Sournaye. 
In dressing one of them left his revolv­ 
er. 
The next morning early a b oat p ut 
out from Souniaye with the revolver 
and made search of the transp orts until 
the owner was found. 
Undoub tedly Guam would b e a valu­ 
ab le p ossession for the United States. 
Its resources have never b een dreamed 
of. The climate ab out San Luis d’Ap ra 
and Agana is delightful. 
It is almost 
b etter than Honolulu, and there are no 
mosquitoea 
It rains every day, and at 
irregular b onrs; sometimes rains hard, 
b ut the squalls do not last long and are 
very refreshing. They keep the temp era­ 
ture down and the air free from dis- 
tretFing humidity. One does not mind 
the rain. If yon get wet, it makes no 
difference. Your clothes are not hurt b y 
the rain in the least, and yon get dry 
almost immediately. 
You do not even 
take the troub le to shift. 
The b reeze 
always b lows fresh and cool, and it’s 
really very p leasant. 
If Manila is only 
half as endurab le, we shall get along 
very well. 
The taking away of the governor of 
Guam and his staff and soldiers leaves 
the island in a curious situation. In 
theory it is in p o^ssion of the United 
States. 
The Sp anish flags have b een 
surrendered and the stars and strip es 
raised and saluted. But no rep resenta 
tive of the United States is left to rule in 
p lace of the Sp aniards taken away. The 
Sp auish have not concerned themselves 
much with the administration of the 
affairs of the Chamorros. 
They have 
left that to the natives themselves. All 
they have looked out for is the collec­ 
tion of the taxes, which they have im­ 
p osed on almost every simp le act of life, 
such as killing a p ig or b uying a p ony 
or p lanting a field or selling a b arrel of 
cocoanuts. 
Civil p rocess, such as it is, 
has lain with the Chamorro chief. The 
“ p olicemen” ap p ointed b y the Sp anish 
have b een 
simp ly the 
taxgatherers. 
Police work as we know it has b een 
done b y the soldiers. The m ilitary force 
maintained b y the Sp anish has b een 
just enough to hold the simp le and mild 
mannered natives b y a show of strength. 
The one comp any of regulars 
was 
enough to insure the imp ressment serv­ 
ice of the comp any of natives, who were 
not so well armed as the Sp anish regu­ 
lars. 
The natives were commanded b y 
a native sergeant. 
Cap tain Glass talked with Mr. Portu- 
sac, the one American citizen in Guam, 
ab out the status of the country after the 
Sp auish rulers were removed, and came 
to the conclusion that it was not neces­ 
sary to leave any rep resentative of his 
government in the island. Portusac was 
quite satisfied that affairs would go 
along in their usual smooth, quiet 
course. The collection of taxes hac 
caused the greatest and p ractically th e 
only troub le, and now the freedom from 
Sp anish taxes would do away with that 
The civil p roc‘es8 would not b e disturb - 
Portusac was satisfied that his own 
interests were all right without any 
sort of forceful p rotection, and there it 
was left. Theoretically Guam is a Unit- 
^ States p ossession; p ractically it is an 
indep endent island. 
The Mariana or Ladrone islands were 
d iscov e^ b y the great Magellan on 
the cruise which ended in his death in 
the Philip p ines 
There are a dozen or 
15 of them. Guam is the largest, and 
Agana is tb e cap ital of the group . The 
Sp aniards called them first the Ladrones 
b ecause of the thieving p rop ensities of 
the natives. 
Sometimes they called 
them the Lateen islands b ecause of the 
lateen sails used in the p iratical p hahus 
of the natives. But in 1668, when most 
of the natives had b een killed b y the 
Sp aniards and the remaining few thor­ 
oughly rab dued, the name Mariana, in 
Austria, widow 
Philio IV cd Snain. was sriven to the

H e Claims Filipinos Are Incapablo of Self 


Government— We Were Badly Informed 


Regarding the Philippines and May Not 


Want to Keep Them, He Says— What 


He 
Fancies 
May Satisfy the 
United 


States— Prospects of Prosperity. 


General Polavieja is looked upon by 
many as a possible dictator in Spain. 
It seems more than probable that he 
will at least succeed Sagastaas premier, 
either before or after peace has been 
concluded with America. 
The New York World correspondent 
interviewed him recently upon ques­ 
tions uppermost in the minds of Ameri­ 
cans and Spaniards. As the general has 
ruled both Cuba and the Philippines he 
is able to speak from an intimate 
knowledge of the people and congiitions 
of those islands. He is also a confiden­ 
tial adviser of the queen regent and is 
familiar with her purposes and policies. 
General Polavieja lives on the town 
hall square (Plazuela de la Villa), in 
the old house Cardinal Cisneros in­ 
habited in the sixteenth century.

“ Directly they were rid of the Eu­ 
ropean the natives in every insurrec­ 
tion, even in the last ones, have in­ 
stantly returned to their primitive con­ 
ditions. Affecting to elect to be the lit­ 
tle king's chieftains, with absolute 
power in each district, they keep up 
the worst features of our officialism, 
and even in religious matters stick to 
those outward forms and ceremonies of 
worship which most strike the imagi­ 
native oriental races, though real reli­ 
gious feelings never penetrate deeply in­ 
to their almost childish nature.

They have all the defects and none of 
the higher qualities of either of the an­ 
cestral stocks. 
“ Such men are the moving spirits in 
the insurrections. They sell themselves 
like Aguinaldo* or ask for titles and 


crosses lixe many or the so called loyal­ 
ists. America must bear all this in 
mind and not commit any more blun­ 
ders in the Philippines, where not 40, - 
OOO bot 100,000 men may be required 
to re-establish order and European role 
of any kind. I do not mean that they 
will be necessary in order to restore all 
of the old features of the Spanish colo­ 
nial system, but energy and decision 
will be indispensable even to create a 
state of things compatible with respect 
for the lives and property of the Eu­ 
ropeans and essential for commerce 
and government. 
“I fancy the United States will be 
content with a few naval stations and 
really aim at commercial advantages 
which Spain would grant. The object 
of America may even be rather to se­ 
cure advantages over European compet­ 
itors, who, like England, France and 
Germany, were ahead in the archipela­ 
goes. 
“ Bat Japan is a rival not to be dis­ 
dained, as her foreign and commercial 
policy is fostered and directed by able, 
farseeing, ambitious men. She cannot 
extend northward on account of Russia. 
Germany must necessarily go south and 
east toward the Spanish sphere of influ­ 
ence. I have studied the eastern coun­ 
tries carefully. The European powers 
do not pay enough attention to the formi­ 
dable economical and commercial rivals 
starting into existence in China and 
Japan. 
“ We perhaps better than others could 
have dealt with the difficulties of rul­ 
ing our archipelagoes, because we are 
accustomed to handling heterogeneous 
races under our sway. Only we cannot 
undertake to do so unless allowed a free 
hand, without the drawbacks of Amer­ 
ican interference or protectorate to crip­ 
ple our costly efforts to re-establish im­ 
perial rule. 
“ The religious questions will five us 
as much trouble as the commercial ques­ 
tions, upon which America will lay the 
most stress. I found yonder that the 
Jesuits exercised the most influence on 
the natives, then the Dominicans, next 
the Angustinians and the Franciscan 
friars the least of all. Church privileges 
and property will not obstruct reform 
or our rule in the archipelagoes. 
“ Our Philippines had no debt before 
the rebellion of 1896-7, very little 
taxation, a comparatively light customs 
tariff and unbounded natural resources 
and trade possibilities. Consequently I 
am justified in saying that the prospects 
of the archipelagoes are not bad if the 
war ends soon and America and Spain 
come to an understanding and agree to 
a reasonable, practical restoration of 
our rule in the interests of civilization 
amid races evidently incapable of auton­ 
omy of any kind.’’

THEATERS IN CUBA. 


Queer Regulations That Govern the Play­ 
houses on the Island. 
In no other oountry but Cuba is the 
presence of the public tolerated in the 
theaters during rehearsals. Climatic 
considerations of course explain why 
rehearsals are called at 7 a. rn., but no 
Cuban I ever spoke to could give any 
reason why, in Havana, the public 
should be permitted to attend rehearsals 
free of charge. The law, says The Dra­ 
matic News, does not allow a negro to 
appear on the Cuban stage, with the re­ 
sult that the Spanish aotors are ex­ 
tremely proud, and if applause is with­ 
held are prone to wax extremely wroth. 
As white ladies in Cuba would think it 
derogatory to appear as supers, the law 
which regulates the theater is eo far re­ 
laxed as to allow blaok ladies to appear 
on the stage. But the male negroes? ex­ 
cept as keepers when quadrupeds are 
introduced, are sternly prohibited. In 
the stock plays which contain charac­ 
ters unsuited for white performers 
painted mulattoes are tolerated. As 
every town in Cuba has its dramatic 
censor, and all these gentlemen have 
their own views as to how a work 
should be treated, a play rendered suit­ 
able for Havana frequently requires a 
completely different supervision for, 
say, Santiago. 
The authorities, not even the censors, 
being able to cope with earthquakes, 
are careful, mainly because they are 
fond of attending the theaters them­ 
selves, to see that no fires occur. Every 
theater during a performance has up­ 
ward of 50 black bomberos or firemen 
ready to extinguish outbreaks. The pit 
in the Cuba theaters is reserved for 
white gentlemen, and the first tier, 
which is only raised about a foot, so 
that conversation may be indulged in, 
for white ladies. 
The tinkling of a bell outside during 
a performance is the signal for the play 
to stop to enable all present, actors in­ 
cluded, to kneel down and cross them 
selves. The tinkling bell means that a 
procession of priests is passing to ad­ 
minister the holy sacrament to a dying 
man. All Cuban theaters have boxes on 
either side of the proscenium inclosed 
in trellis work. These are for the ac­ 
commodation of families who are in a 
state of half mourning. When not let, 
the seats are often disposed of snb rosa 
to quadroon ladies not allowed to mix 
with white, but too proud to associate 
with blacks.

To him it 
was the fulfillment of prophecy. Three 
years ago, he said, an American whaler 
said to him: 
“ Nicolas, yon wait. Some day before 
long a big American warship will come 
around that point and take this place. ” 
Nicolas waited. He kept his own coun­ 
sel, because, as he said, “ it was not 
good to talk too much in Sournaye 
about the Spanish. ” He kept his faith, 
too, and sure enough the warship did 
come, and three other ships with it, and 
Guam is American. 
They are a simple, hospitable people, 
these Chamorros. They sold their ma­ 
chetes to the soldiers, who wanted them 
as curiosities, for a song, and getting 
more is mighty difficult. They use the 
machete for everything, all the pursuits 
of peace and war. In peace they can 
make a shift to do without machetes, 
but in their small rows it is different, 
as one old woman said when her hus­ 
band parted with his big knife for two 
silver dollars, “ Not can fight with 
money.” One night a party from one 
of the ships went in bathing on a little 
sand beach that lies south of Sournaye. 
In dressing one of them left his revolv­ 
er. The next morning early a boat put 
out from Sournaye with the revolver 
and made search of the transports until 
the owner was found. 
Undoubtedly Guam would be a valu­ 
able possession for the United States. 
Its resources have never been dreamed 
of. The climate about San Luis d’Apra 
and Agana is delightful. It is almost 
better than Honolulu, and there are no 
mosquitoes. It rains every day, and at 
irregular hours; sometimes rains hard, 
but the squalls do not last long and are 
very refreshing. They keep the tempera­ 
ture down and the air free from dis­ 
tressing humidity. One does not mind 
the rain. If yon get wet, it makes no 
difference. Your clothes are not hurt by 
the rain in the least, and yon get dry 
almost immediately. Yon do not even 
take the trouble to shift. The breeze 
always blows fresh and cool, and ifs 
really very pleasant. If Manila is only 
half as endurable, we shall get along 
very well. 
The taking away of the governor of 
Guam and his staff and soldiers leaves 
the island in a curious situation. In 
theory it is in possession of the United 
States. The Spanish flags have been 
surrendered and the stars and stripes 
raised and saluted. Bat no represents 
tive of the United States is left to rule in 
place of the Spaniards taken away. The 
Spanish have not concerned themselves 
much with the administration of the 
affairs of the Chamorros. They have 
left that to the natives themselves. All 
they have looked out for is the collec­ 
tion of the taxes, which they have im­ 
posed on almost every simple act of life, 
such as killing a pig or buying a pony 
or planting a field or selling a barrel of 
cocoanuts. Civil process, such as it is, 
has lain with the Chamorro chief. The 
“ policemen” appointed by the Spanish 
have been simply the taxgatherers. 
Police work as we know it has been 
done by the soldiers. The military force 
maintained by the Spanish has been 
just enough to hold the simple and mild 
mannered natives by a show of strength. 
The one company of regulars was 
enough to insure the impressment serv­ 
ice of the company of natives, who were 
not so well armed as the Spanish regu­ 
lars. The natives were commanded by 
a native sergeant. 
Captain Glass talked with Mr. Portu- 
sac, the one American citizen in Guam, 
about the status of the oountry after the 
Spanish rulers were removed, and came 
to the conclusion that it was not neces­ 
sary to leave any representative of his 
government in the island. Portusao was 
quite satisfied that affairs would go 
along in their usual smooth, quiet 
course. The collection of taxes had 
caused the greatest and practically the 
only trouble, and now the freedom from 
Spanish taxes woald do away with that 
The civil process would not be disturb 
ed.

do not pay enough attention to the formi­ 
dable economical and commercial rivals1 
starting into existence in China aud 
Japan. 
“ We perhaps better than others could 
have dealt with the difficulties of rul­ 
ing our archipelagoes, because we are 
accustomed to handling heterogeneous 
races under our sway. Only we cannot 
undertake to do so unless allowed a free 
hand, without the drawbacks of Amer­ 
ican interference or protectorate to crip­ 
ple our costly efforts to re-establish im ­ 
perial rule. 
“ The religious questions w ill f.ive us 
as much trouble as the commercial ques­ 
tions, upon which America w ill lay the 
most stress. 
I found yonder that the 
Jesuits exercised the most influence on 
the natives, then the Dominicans, next 
the A ugustinian and the Franciscan 
friars the least of all. Church privileges 
and property w ill not obstruct reform 
or our rule in the archipelagoes. 
“ Our Philippines had no debt before 
the rebellion of 
1896-7, very little 
taxation, a comparatively light customs 
tariff and unbounded natural resources 
and trade possibilities. 
Consequently I 
am justified in saying that the prospects 
of the archipelagoes are not bad if the 
war ends soon and America and Spain 
come to an understanding and agree to 
a reasonable, practical restoration of 
our rule in the interests of civilization 
amid races evidently incapable of auton­ 
omy of any kind."

PROPHECY OF A WHALER FULFILLED 


BY ITS CAPTURE. 


THEATERS IN CUBA. 


Queer Regulation* That Govern the Play­ 
house* on the Island. 
In no other country bot Cuba is the 
presence of the public tolerated in the 
theaters during rehearsals. 
Climatic 
considerations of coarse explain why 
rehearsals are called at 7 a. rn., but no 
Cuban I ever spoke to could give any 
reason why, in Havana, 
the public 
should be permitted to attend rehearsals 
free of charge. The law, says The Dra 
matic News, does not allow a negro to 
appear on the Cuban stage, with the re­ 
sult that the Spanish aotors are ex­ 
tremely proud, and if applause is with­ 
held are prone to wax extremely wroth. 
As white ladies in Cuba would think it 
derogatory to appear as supers, the law 
which regulates the theater is so far re­ 
laxed as to allow blaok ladies to appear 
on the stage. But the male negroes? ex­ 
cept as keepers when quadrupeds are 
introduced, are sternly prohibited. 
In 
the stock plays which contain charac­ 
ters unsuited 
for white performers 
painted mulattoes are tolerated. 
As 
every town in Cuba has its dramatic 
censor, and all these gentlemen have 
their own views as to how a work 
should be treated, a play rendered suit­ 
able for Havana frequently requires a 
completely different supervision for, 
say, Santiago. 
The authorities, not even the censors, 
being able to cope with earthquakes, 
are careful, mainly because they are 
fond of attending the theaters them­ 
selves, to see that no fires occur. Every 
theater during a performance has up­ 
ward of 50 black bom heros or firemen 
ready to extinguish outbreaks. The pit 
in the Cuba theaters is reserved for 
white gentlemen, and the first tier, 
which is only raised about a foot, so 
that conversation may be indulged in, 
for white ladies. 
The tinkling of a bell outside during 
a performance is the signal for the play 
to stop to enable all present, actors in­ 
cluded, to kneel down and cross them 
selves. 
The tinkling bell means that a 
procession of priests is passing to ad­ 
minister the holy sacrament to a dying 
man. All Cuban theaters have boxes on 
either side of the proscenium inclosed 
in trellis work. 
These are for the ac­ 
commodation of families who are in a 
state of half mourning. 
When not let, 
the seats are often disposed of sub rosa 
to quadroon ladies not allowed to mix 
with white, but too proud to associate 
with blacks.

The New York Sim's correspondent. 
in describing the capture of Guam, enc 
of the Ladrone islands, says: Of all the 
residents of Guam with whom mem­ 
bers of the First brigade of the Manila 
expedition came in contact Nicolas Diaz 
was most impressed with the capture of 
the island by the Americans. To him it 
was the fulfillment of prophecy. Three 
years ago, he said, an American whaler 
said to him : 
“ Nicolas, you wail. Some day before 
long a big American warship w ill come 
around that point and take this place. ’’ 
Nicolas waited. He kept his own coun­ 
sel, because, as he said, “ it was not 
good to talk too much in Sournaye 
about the Spanish. ’’ He kept his faith, 
too, aud sure enough the warship did 
come, and three other ships with it, and 
Guam is American. 
They are a simple, hospitable people, 
these Chamorros. 
They sold their ma­ 
chetes to the soldiers, who wanted them 
as curiosities, for a song, and getting 
more is mighty difficult. 
They use the 
machete for everything, all the pursuits 
of peace and war. 
In peace they can 
make a shift to do without machetes, 
but in their small rows it is different, 
as one old woman said when her hus­ 
band parted with his big knife for two 
silver dollars, “ Not can fight with 
money. ’’ One night a party from one 
of the ships went in bathing on a little 
sand beach that lies south of Sournaye. 
In dressing one of them left his revolv­ 
er. 
The next morning early a boat put 
out from Sournaye with the revolver 
and made search of the transports until 
the owner was found. 
Undoubtedly Guam would be a vain 
able possession for the United States 
Its resources have never been dreamed 
of. The climate about San Luis d’Apra 
and Agana is delightful. 
It is almost 
better than Honolulu, and there are no 
mosquitoes. 
It rains every day, and at 
irregular hours; sometimes rains hard 
bat the squalls do not last long and arc 
very refreshing. They keep the tempera 
ture down and the air free from dis­ 
tressing humidity. 
One does not mind 
the rain. 
If you get wet, it makes no 
difference. Your clothes are not hurt by 
the rain in the least, and you get dry 
almost immediately. 
You do not even 
take the trouble to shift. 
The breeze 
always blows fresh and cool, and i f s 
really very pleasant. 
If Manila is only 
half as endurable, we shall get along 
very well. 
The taking away of the governor of 
Guam and his staff and soldiers leaves 
the island in a curious situation. 
In 
theory it is in possession of the United 
States. 
The Spanish flags have been 
surrendered and the stars and stripes 
raised and saluted. 
But no representa 
tive of the United States is left to rule in 
place of the Spaniards taken away. The 
Spanish have not concerned themselves 
much with the administration of the 
affairs of the Chamorros. 
They have 
left that to the natives themselves. All 
they have looked out for is the collec­ 
tion of the taxes, which they have im ­ 
posed on almost every simple act of life, 
such as killing a pig or buying a pony 
or planting a field or selling a barrel of 
cocoanuts. 
Civil process, such as it is, 
has lain with the Chamorro chief. The 
“ policemen" appointed by the Spanish 
have been 
simply the 
taxgatherers. 
Police work as we know it has been 
done by the soldiers. The military force 
maintained by the Spanish has been 
just enough to hold the simple and mild 
mannered natives by a show of strength. 
The one company of regulars 
was 
enough to insure the impressment serv­ 
ice of the company of natives, who were 
not so well armed as the Spanish regu­ 
lars. 
The natives were commanded by 
a native sergeant. 
Captain Glass talked w ith Mr. Portu- 
sac, the one American citizen in Guam, 
about the status of the country after the 
Spanish rulers were removed, and came 
to the conclusion that it was not neces­ 
sary to leave any representative of his 
government in the island. Portnsac was 
quite satisfied that affairs would go 
along in their usual smooth, 
quiet 
course. 
The collection of taxes had 
caused the greatest and practically the 
only trouble, and now the freedom from 
Spanish taxes would do away with that 
The civil process would not be disturb 
ed. Portusac was satisfied that his own 
interests were all right without any 
sort of forceful protection, and there it 
was left. Theoretically Gnam is a Unit­ 
ed States possession; practically it is an 
independent island. 
The Mariana or Ladrone islands were 
discovered by the great Magellan on 
the cruise which ended in his death in 
the Philippines. 
There are a dozen or 
15 of them. 
Guam is the largest, and 
Agana is the capital of the group. The 
Spaniards called them first the Ladrones 
because of the thieving propensities of 
the natives. 
Sometimes they called 
them the Lateen islands because of the 
lateen sails used in the piratical phahus 
of the natives. But in 1668, when most 
of the natives had been killed by the 
Spaniards and the remaining few thor- 
oughly subdued, the name Mariana, in 
honor of Maria Anna of Austria, widow 
Philio IV of Snain. was eiven to the

The experience 
of the Suez canal would amply suffice 
to determine American policy. It might 
be advantageous to Great Britain to 
make this necessary canal and to as­ 
sume political control over the territory 
through which it will pass, but such a 
step is as far outside the scope of prac­ 
tical politics as an occupation of Flor­ 
ida.

W hat an Englishm an Has to Say About

It was here that Commodore An 
son took his ship, the Centurion, when 
nearly all the crew were down with 
scurvy. She was the surviving ship of 
his squadron. Here he landed his sick 
and took possession of the island. He 
speaks of the island in raptures. One 
day they looked seaward and the Cen­ 
turion had disappeared and did not turn 
ap for a month. 
In the meantime the 
commodore had been busy building a 
sloop to get away in, when his ship, 
manned only by a skeleton crew, brought 
her in.

On the other hand, I consider that 
in the best interests of the world the 
canal should be controlled by the Unitecl 
States. 
The difficulties, the uncertainties anc, 
the risks which would arise if a great 
waterway were rendered subject to the 
feeble administration and the petty ex 
igencies of such states as Colombia 
Costa Rica or Nicaragua are manifest, 
With a strong power in possession—a 
power able to enforce neutrality obliga 
tions during war—we shall know where 
we stand. Geographical and other con 
siderations point to the United States 
as the power upon which the respond 
bility for the control of the canal must 
rest. “ The friendly attitude” of Lore 
Salisbury to which you allude is, there 
fore, wise and “ statesmanlike.”—Sir 
George Sydenham Clarke in London 
Graphic.

sh ades, and wh en th e mercury is h over­ 
ing around th e century mark, we are to 
be found with in.

from bamboo, and paper knives, pen 
h olders, souvenir spoons, and almost 
every th ing conceivable in th e small 
wood line from cocoa and lignnm-vitae.

It was promptly 
captured, and after inspection by a 
number of the boys, was cremated. 
Tarantulas and scorpions are plentiful 
but are harmless unless put at bay. 
We are strictly in the dark as to onr 
fntnre. Rumors of all kinds are afloat.

B rigade T hat D efea ted th e Spaniard*. 
Brigadier General Francis Vinton 
Greene, who commanded the American 
force which repulsed the Spanish at­ 
tack at Manila, was appointed by Presi­ 
dent Grant a cadet at Went Point in 
1S66. He was distinguished there for 
scholarship, and he was graduate in 
June, 1870, at the head of hi a class. 
The next two years were passed in the 
artillery arm of the service, after which 
he was assigned to the engineer corps. 
In 1877, at General Sherman’s sugges­ 
tion, Lieutenant Greene was sent to 
Russia as military attache of the St. 
Petersburg legation to accompany the 
army of the czar in the invasion of 
Turkey. He was present with Ghonrka 
at the battles in the Shipka pass, 
studied the investment of Osman Paella 
at Plevna, witnessed Skobeleff’s mem 
orable charge on Sept. ll, 1877; saw 
the capture of Plevna and Taskossen, 
Sophia, Pbilippopolis and Adrianoplo, 
and from the heights of San Stephano 
beheld the minarets of Constantinople. 
He was honored by decorations from 
the Russian emperor and the king of 
Ronmania, and his “ The Russian Army 
and Its Campaign In Turkey, 1877-8, ” 
is a textbook on the Turko-Russian 
conflict. 
He was made a captain of the regu­ 
lar army in 1883, and in 1886 he was 
made instructor of military engineering 
at West Point, in whioh capacity he 
served until he resigned from the army 
two years later to engage in business. 
He entered the national guard in 
1889, under General Fitzgerald, as

Mr. Frederick Ober Tells of Its Thirteen 
Handred Strenms and Wealth of Vegeta­ 
tion—The Soil Is HiRhly Caitiv abk—Vast 
Deposits of Minerals Are Found.- 


EXPECTED LIVING BURIAL.

There is n o doubt that m an y of the 
Span iards after the battle of San tiagr 
believed th at the American s would 
shoot all captives. 
A touchin g story at 
El Can ey th at shows this feelin g wa^ 
related by a staff officer. After the cap 
ture of the fort th at crown ed the hill a 
burial party un der Captain Allen pro­ 
ceeded to in ter the Span ish dead, which 
was don e by lay in g them in their own 
tren ches dug before the breastworks, ai- 
was also don e at San Joan . 
Near b>' 
lay a lad of 17 , shot through the hips. 
As the bodies of his comrades wen 
born e behin d him he would turn hii 
head an d follow the sad work w ith a 
horror stricken coun ten an ce. The Ameri­ 
can officer observed his face, an d rightly 
discern in g his feelin gs called an in ter­ 
preter an d assured the y outhful soldier 
th at n o harm won Jd be don e him. 
“ Shall I n ot be buried alive alon g with 
m y dead comrades?” was the an xious 
query . 
“ No, n o! You shall be cared for pres 
en tly , an d y our woun ds dressed an d 
ten ded as if y ou were an Am erican .” 
The y outh’s face was in stan tly tran s­ 
formed. 
His horror was chan ged to 
happin ess, his fear to frien dship. 
He 
reached out his han d to Captain Allen 
w ith profuse than ks, an d un til he was 
taken to the hospital showed his g rati­ 
tude by shakin g han ds with every 
American who came n ear.

The U n ited States w ill shortly be in 
possession of the islan d of Porto Rico, 
an d con sequen tly m atter about our n ew 
^ q uisition is in terestin g. 
Mr. Freder­ 
ick A. Ober, who was the late oommis- 
sion er in Porto Rico of the Colombian 
exposition , has con tributed to the Au­ 
gust Cen tury an in terestin g article on 
the beauty an d resources of that coun ­ 
try . 
He say s: 
“ In the extreme n ortheast rises the 
highest peaks of the cen tral cordillera, 
in the Luqn ilio sierra, kn own as ‘El 
Yun que.’ or ‘the an vil,’ variously es­ 
tim ated at from 8 ,600 to 4,500 feet in 
leigbt. The hills are of lesser elevation 
toward the west an d southwest, but the 
whole n orth cen tral coun try is rugged 
an d un even . 
Between the sport from 
the m ain ran ge lie in n umerable, seclud­ 
ed valley s, where the soil is of great 
fertility . 
The impressive features of 
the lan dscape are the roun ded summ its 
of the m ultitudin ous hills, which leave 
the coast in con stan tly risin g billows 
that fin ally break again st the cordillera 
vertebra, y et all are cultivable an d cul­ 
tivated to their very crests, though the 
higher m oun tain peaks are forest clad. 
“ More than 1,8 00 streams, it is said, 
of which n um ber perhaps 40 or 60 a t­ 
tain to the dign ity of rivers, rise in the 
hills an d seek the coasts, most of them 
run n in g n ortherly , though the best har­ 
bors are in the west an d south. 
But 
portion s of the islan d in the southwest 
are afflicted w ith drought at times 
owin g to the precipitation of the n orth­ 
east ‘trades’ again st the n orthern bills. 
“ The higher hills are clothed in the 
exuberan t an d diversified vegetation of 
the tropical forest, where tree fern s 
flourish an d great gum trees an d m oun ­ 
tain palm s tower a loft; a t lower levels 
are the cedar an d mahogan y , w aln ut 
an d laurel, with m an y others n oted for 
their useful woods. Throughout the is­ 
lan d are foun d those trees an d shrubs 
valuable for their gums, as the mamey , 
guaiacum an d copal, while the list of 
medicin al plan ts in cludes most of those 
in valn able to our pharmacopcBias which 
tropical America has given to the world. 
These are the silvestres, n ature’s wild 
children , but of cn ltivated plan ts there 
is n o species peculiar to the tropics that 
does n ot flourish here. 
In the littoral 
levels, between the m oun tain s an d the 
sea. « TOWS the ma& r can e, which mav 


be cultivated up to an altitude of 8 ,00u 
feet. It was iutrodn ced herefrom San to 
Domin go, havin g been brought to Am er­ 
ica either from « pain or the Can aries. 
The an n ual y ield of sugar is estimated 
at about 7 0,000 ton s. 
“ In these fertile lowlan ds also tobac­ 
co dot's exceedin gly well, an d the an ­ 
n ual prfxiuction is said to be quite 
7 ,000,000 poun ds. It m ay be cultivated 
on the hills, but the true m oun tain 
lover is the coffee, which does n ot do 
well below 600 feet, an d is at its best 
1,000 feet above the sea. 
It was first 
brought here from M artin ique in 17 22 
an d n ow y ields to the exten t of 17 ,000 
ton s an n ually . 
Maize, the true In dian 
corn , is iudiRen un s, as is the y n cca, the

exposition, has contributed to the An­ 
gust Century an interesting article on 
the beauty and resources of that coun­ 
try. He says: 
“ In the extreme northeast rises the 
highest peaks of the central cordillera, 
in the Luquillo sierra, known as ‘El 
Yunqne,’ or ‘the anvil,’ variously es­ 
timated at from 8,600 to 4,300 feet in 
height. The hills are of lesser elevation 
toward the west and southwest, but the 
whole north central country is rugged 
and uneven. 
Between the spurs from 
the main range lie innumerable, seclud­ 
ed valleys, where the soil is of great 
fertility. 
The impressive features of 
the landscape are the rounded summits 
of the multitudinous hills, which leave 
the coast in constantly rising billows 
that finally break against the cordillera 
vertebra, yet all are cultivable and cul­ 
tivated to their very crests, though the 
higher mountain peaks are forest clad. 
“ More than 1,800 streams, it is said, 
of which number perhaps 40 or 50 at­ 
tain to the dignity of rivers, rise in the 
hills and seek the coasts, most of them 
running northerly, though the best har­ 
bors are in the west and south. 
But 
portions of the island in the southwest 
are afflicted with drought at times 
owing to the precipitation of the north 
east ‘trades’ against the northern hills. 
“ The higher hills are clothed in the 
exuberant and diversified vegetation of 
the tropical forest, where tree ferns 
flourish and great gum trees and monn- 
tain palms tower aloft; at lower levels 
are the cedar and mahogany, walnut 
and laurel, with many others noted for 
their nsefnl woods. Throughout the is­ 
land are found those trees and shrubs 
valuable for their gums, aa the mamey, 
guaiacum and copal, while the list of 
medicinal plants includes most of those 
invaluable to our pharmacopoeias which 
tropical America has given to the world. 
These are the silvestres, nature’s wild 
children, but of cultivated plants there 
is no species peculiar to the tropics that 
does not flourish here. In the littoral 
levels, between the mountains and the 
sea. arrows the sonar cane, which ma* 


be cultivated up to an altitude of 3,00u 
feet. It was introduced herefrom Santo 
Domingo, having been brought to Amer­ 
ica either from Spain or the Canaries. 
The annual yield of sugar is estimate* 
at about 70,000 tons. 
“ In these fertile lowlands also tobac 
co does exceedingly well, and the an­ 
nual production is said to be quite 
7,000,000 pounds. It may be cultivated 
ou tile bills, but the true mountain 
lover is the coffee, which does not do 
well below 600 feet, and is at its best 
1,000 feet above the sea.

sioner in Porto Rico of the Columbian 
exposition, has contributed to the Au­ 
gust Century an interesting article on 
the beauty and resources of that coun­ 
try. 
He says: 
" In the extreme northeast rises the 
highest peaks of the central cordillera, 
in the Luquillo sierra, known as ‘El 
Y unque,’ or ‘the an v il,’ variously es­ 
tim ated at from 8,600 to 4,500 feet in 
height. The hills are of lesser elevation 
toward the west and southwest, but the 
whole north oentral country is rugged 
and uneven. 
Between the spurn from 
the m ain range lie innumerable, seclud­ 
ed valleys, where the soil is of great 
fertility. 
The impressive features of 
the landscape are the rounded summ its 
of the m ultitudinous hills, which leave 
the coast in constantly rising billows 
that finally break against the cordillera 
vertebra, yet all are cultivable and cul­ 
tivated to their very crests, though the 
higher m ountain peaks are forest clad. 
"M ore than 1,800 streams, it is said, 
of which number perhaps 40 or 50 a t­ 
tain to the dignity of rivers, rise in the 
hills and seek the coasts, most of them 
running northerly, though the best har­ 
bors are in the west and south. 
But 
portions of the island in the southwest 
are afflicted w ith drought at times 
owing to the precipitation of the north­ 
east ‘trades’ against the northern hills. 
"T he higher hills are clothed in the 
exuberant and diversified vegetation of 
the tropical forest, where tree ferns 
flourish and great gum trees and m oun­ 
tain palms tower a lo ft; at lower levels 
are the cedar and mahogany, w alnut 
and laurel, w ith many others noted for 
their useful woods. Throughout the is­ 
land are found those trees and shrubs 
valuable for their gums, as the mamey, 
guaiacum and copal, while the list of 
medicinal plants includes most of those 
invaluable to our pharmacopoeias whioh 
tropical America has given to the world. 
These are the silvestres, nature’s wild 
children, but of cultivated plants there 
is no species peculiar to the tropics that 
does not flourish here. 
In the littoral 
levels, between the m ountains and tin 
Arrows the sutta* Cana which mav 


be cultivated up to an altitude of 3,00u 
feet. It was introduced herefrom Santo 
Domingo, having been brought to Amor 
ica either from Spain or the Canaries 
The annual yield of sugar is estimated 
at about 70,000 tons. 
" In these fertile lowlands also tobao 
co does exceedingly well, aud the an 
nual production is said to be quite 
7,000,000 pounds. It m ay be cultivated 
on the hills, but the true m ountain 
lover is the coffee, which does not do 
well below 600 feet, and is at its best 
1,000 feet above the sea. 
It was first 
brought here from M artinique in 1722, 
and now yields to the extent of 17,000 
tons annually. 
Maize, the true Indian 
corn, is indigenous, as is the yucca, the 
aboriginal ‘staff of life,’ and both grow 
everywhere, as well as the pineapple, 
which is more reliable and more uni­ 
versal than the peach of our north tem ­ 
perate zone. Cotton and rice are found 
at nearly all elevations, the latter, 
which is the chief food of m any labor­ 
ers, being w hat is known as the m oun­ 
tain variety. 
"B ananas and plantains are wonder­ 
fully prolific, 
bearing fru it in ten 
mouths from planting. The plants vir­ 
tually last 60 years, being equally long 
lived w ith the cocoa palm, which pro­ 
duces nuts in six or seven years, and 
thereafter during the space of an ordi­ 
nary life, its yield being reckoned at 
IOO nuts a year. The annual product of 
bananas is given as 200,000,000 and 
of cocoanuts 8,000,000. 
The entire 
range of tropical fruits is represent­ 
ed here, such as the 
guava, lime, 
orange, aguacate, sapodilla and avocado 
pear, 
w hile all subtropic vegetables 
may be raised, including those of the 
south tem perate zone, such, for instance, 
as are grown in Florida. 
"T h e m ineral kingdom has not been 
so exhaustively exploited as the vege­ 
table, but more than traces have been 
found of copper, coal and iron as well 
as vast deposits of salt. 
The rivers at 
one tim e ran to the sea over beds of 
golden sand, and from the stream today 
(as in the neighboring island of Santo 
Domingo, 
where the first American 
gold was discovered) the natives wash 
out nuggets by the erode processes of 
that distant day when Agueynaba went 
prospecting w ith his false friend Ponce 
de Leon. ”

000,000 acres of virgin forest, in wh ich 
are to be found upward of 40 species of 
valuable h ard woods. Th e lumber in­ 
dustry , like indeed most of th e island’s 
resonrces, 
h as been neglected under 
Spanish rule. Th ese great forests are 
practically unexplored. Th ey h ave cer­ 
tainly never been survey ed by experts, 
th ough th ey will be mines of wealth 
for th e first lumberman wh o exploits 
th eir contents. 
As for th e exports of 
wood, about $220,000 a y ear, th ey rep­ 
resent a small fraction of th e possible 
product. Th e wood wh ich comes to m ar­ 
ket in largest quantity from Cuba is 
cedar, wh ich is wonderfully ah wndaut 
in Pinar del Rio and th e east. 
But th e 
trade in cedar is badly managed. Wh at 
with bad packing and general sh iftless­ 
ness, more th an h alf th e wood is lost or 
useless before it reach es th e United 
States. 
“ Oth er woods wh ich we h ave been in 
th e h abit of getting from Onl» are 
mah ogany and lignum vitM, both very 
plentiful.

Th e articles 
so made are exported in considerable 
quantity to Europe, wh ere th ey fetch a 
good price. Th e fiber, if not so pliable 
as th at of th e panama h ats, is more 
durable. Th e bark of anoth er palm, th e 
palma real, is used for boards. Th e 
boards are very h ard and with stanc 
moisture far better th an th e best y ellow 
pina Th e palma real is almost th e only 
material used by th e small farmers in 
building th eir h ouses. Th ey employ th e 
bark boards for th e walls and th e leaves 
for roofing.

The lumber in- 
dnstry, like indeed most of the island s 
resources, 
has been neglected under 
Spanish rule. These great forests are 
practically unexplored. They have cer­ 
tainly never been surveyed by experts, 
though they will be mines of wealth 
for the first lumberman who exploits 
their contents. 
As for the exports of 
wood, about $220,000 a year, they rep 
resent a small fraction of the possible 
product. The wood which comes to mar­ 
ket in largest quantity from Cuba is 
cedar, which is wonderfully abundant 
in Pinar del Rio and the east.

SOME IDEA OF THEIR VAST EXTENT 
AND WEALTH. 


They Arm P ractically U nexplored sa d Con­ 
tain More Than Forty Species of V aluable 
Hard W oods—Cedar. M ahogany, Lignum 
Vitae and Phony Abound. 


Among tile many sources of wealth 
existing in Cuba not the least impor­ 
tant is timber. 
“ Cuba,” said a prom­ 
inent lumber merchant, “ contains 17,- 
000,000 acres of virgin forest, in which 
are to be found upward of 40 species of 
valuable hard woods. 
The lamber in ­ 
dustry, like indeed most of the island's 
resources, 
has been neglected under 
Spanish rule. These great forests are 
practically unexplored. They have cer 
tainly never been surveyed by experts, 
though they will be mines of wealth 
for the first lumberman who exploits 
their contents. 
As for the exports of 
wood, about $220,000 a year, they rep­ 
resent a small fraction of the possible 
product. The wood which comes to mar 
kot in largest quantity from Caba is 
cedar, which is wonderfully abundant 
in Pinar del Rio and the east. 
Bnt the 
trade in cedar is badly managed. What 
w ith bod packing and general shiftless­ 
ness, more than half the wood is lost or 
useless before it reaches the United 
States. 
“ Other woods which we have been in 
the habit of getting from Cuba are 
mahogany and lignum vitae, both very 
plentiful. The common mahogany of 
the island is the best there is and sells 
in the United State* and Europe at 
from $110 to $180 per 1,000 feet 
An 
other kind called figured or birdseye 
fetches from $400 to $600 per 1,000 
feet It has been known indeed to sell 
as high aa $1,250. The Cuban lignum 
vitae, the finest known, Is mach in de­ 
mand, bringing from $25 to $40 a ton, 
the extra quality $45. 
And there are 
many other woods which woald be val­ 
uable if only brought to market 
“ For example, Caba contains 82 spe­ 
cie* of palm, Including the Yare* palm, 
whose leave* are need for the manufac­ 
ture of hats and basket*. The articles 
so made are exported in considerable 
quantity to Europe, where they fetoh a 
good price. The fiber, if not so pliable 
as that of the panama hats, is more 
durable. The bark of another palm, the 
palma real, is used for boards. The 
boards are very hard and withstand 
moisture far better than the best yellow 
pina The palma real is almost the only 
material used by the small farmers in 
building their bouses. They employ the 
bark boards for the walls and the leaven 
for roofing. 
“ The Cuban ebony should have a 
largo sale some day. 
The acana, of 
which there are two varieties, is used 
in the island for rafters. It is very dur­ 
able aud will last for many years even 
if exposed to wet. The Sabina ci mar on a 
resembles cedar, but is more solid. It is 
easily worked. 
The roble blauco aud 
roble amarillo are also easily worked. 
They are used for window and door 
frames, and for carriage and shipbuild­ 
ing. 
From its durability the latter is 
known as eternal wood. 
The jiqui is 
extremely hard aud is especially suita­ 
ble for posts ou account of its durabili­ 
ty. 
The quebra hacha has the same 
qualities. The granadillo is a peculiar­ 
ly beautiful cabinet wood. The caim itil­ 
lo is elastic and very strong, and is 
used for rafters, carriage shafts and 
barrel hoops. The guama de costa is 
also strong and elastic and in addition 
it is practically waterproof. The yaya, 
ma boa and ouero make good rafters, 
while the jagna is suitable for gun 
stocks, and the cuya for posts, particu­ 
larly under water. 
“ The jigne has great resisting prop­ 
erties, as has the ma jagna, as well as 
durability. From the bark of the latter 
ropes can be made as good almost as 
those of m anilla hemp. They were for­ 
merly need all over the island, bnt they 
are very dear owing to their being made 
by hand. 
“ As proof of the usefulness of the 
Cuban forest trees it may be said that 
a house can be built without the use of 
a single nail, and strong enough to 
stand up against any wind. The beams 
and rafters are tied together with sev­ 
eral species of liana, which are fonnd 
in abundance in the woods.

Jhey Are Likely to Gause the 


Only Difficult Problem.

W a s h in g to n , Aug. 15.—TU© W hite 
House, the w ar departm ent and the 
navy departm ent yesterday resumed 
their annual Sunday quietude, a condi­ 
tion which has not prevailed since the 
Maine was blown up in H avana harbor, 
Feb. 15. 
Secretary Alger was at the 
department a few m inutes aud also 
went to the W hite House, but did not 
remain long. 
General Corbin came 
into his office daring the day and 
looked over his dispatches, but did not 
remain constantly on duty as he had 
been doing. 
M e re were a few clerks 
about the departm ents, but scarcely a 
Sunday passes in peace tim es th at this 
does not happen. 
The busy warlike 
attitude has entirely disappeared and 
Washington has settled down to a peace 
basis. 
The president believes th at tho most 
serious problem which the peace com­ 
mission will be oalled upon to deal w ith 
is the Philippines. 
Before the com­ 
mission assembles it is hoped the af­ 
fairs of Cuba and Porto Rico will be 
found in such process of adjustm ent as 
to leave little for the commission to 
consider under that head. 
The abso­ 
lute relinquishm ent of Spain of all sov­ 
ereignty over the islands in the West 
indies will allow only the property 
questions to be settled between the gov­ 
ernments, that is w hat Spain shall take 
away aud w hat shall rem ain as cap­ 
tures of war aud the protection of the 
Spanish subjects and their property in 
the islands. 
The 
greater questions 
growing out of the w ar as relating to 
Cuba and Porto Rico will have to be 
dealt with by the U nited States alone. 
The fact that the Philippines will 
present the difficult problem in the 
peace negotiations has caused the ad­ 
ministration to give it a great deal of 
careful attention. 
Several suggestions 
have been made as to w hat shall be 
done, one being the retention of the 
hay, city and harbor of M anila, just 
what the protocol gives temporarily. 
Another is that Subig bay and a suffi­ 
cient amount of territory tor a naval 
and coaling station be secured and the 
building up of an American city at that 
place begun. 
Still another idea, which 
is being considered, is the retention of 
the island of Luzon, the advocates of 
that plan believing that there would be 
trouble between the governm ents which 
occupied a portion of the island w ith a 
line of dem arkation such as would ex­ 
ist in case M anila and the bay only was 
retained. 
The island of Luzon is the 
largest of the group and contains about 
8,000,000 people, which are said to be 
the better class in the Philippines. 
It 
i» believed, however, th at the adm inis­ 
tration and the commission will be 
greatly influenced by the reports which 
Admiral Dewey and General M erritt 
will make on the subject. 
The final determ ination as the gov­ 
ernment of Porte Rico and the settle­ 
ment of the governm ent of Cuba are 
problems for settlem ent, but the im ­ 
pression prevails th at these islands will 
become 
quite rapidly Americanized, 
aud every encouragement for them to 
do so will be given. 
Porto Rico will be 
nuder m ilitary control for the present. 
Cuba also will be sim ilarly governed, 
but it is probable that American reforms 
in the m atter of governm ent will be 
such that the people of Cuba will see 
the advantage of becoming annexed to 
the United States. 
It is thought the 
salutary improvement of H avana and 
other cities, the m anagem ent of the 
municipalities and liberality offered the 
country people will be of such a charac­ 
ter as soon to convince the people that 
the changed conditions are for their 
good. 
I here has been little doubt about 
^ u settling the transfer of Porto Rico 
end the reception which the American 
troops have received in that island is a 
justification for the belief. * Porto Rico 
will be treated at once as an American 
possession. 
The first movement in this 
direction will be sending of a dele­ 
gation of officials from the postoffice 
apartm ent to investigate and report 
ul*>u the mail facilities there now and 
0 iiioko such recommendations as they 
it termine upon. 
Mail routes, methods 
! transportation aud the conditions of 
poMottiees generally in the island will 
' 
dammed. 
M ilitary postoffices w ill 
iJt ' ■'Ubhshed at once wherever troops 
e ftiaiiuuyd, auh at such other points 
may be demanded by the interests of 
t nertcaas and the people of the isl­ 


ands, if the present ounces are uot avail­ 
able. 
A similar course will be taken in 
Cuba, but this is likely to be delayed, 
as tile immediate removal of the Span­ 
ish aud the occupation by the United 
States is not expected, 
No more troops will be sent to Gen­ 
eral M erritt unless he asks for them. 
It is believed at the w ar departm ent 
th at the 18,000 men now there are suffi­ 
cient to garrison Manila and the ground 
which the U nited States for the pres­ 
ent will occupy. 
Ail of the troops 
th at were w ith General Shafter in the 
Santiago campaign will be out of Cuba 
by Friday of this 
week. 
General 
Shafter will accompany them to Mon­ 
tauk Point. 
There will rem ain at San­ 
tiago fave regim ents of immunes to do 
garrison duty. 
It is yet possible that a 
battery will be sent to Santiago to take 
the place of the batteries which are to 
be removed. 
General Miles has about 
15,000 men in Porto Rico. 
They will 
be sufficient for the occupation of the 
island and 
perhaps 
more than are 
needed after the Spanish evacuate. 
The rem ainder of the troops will re­ 
n nin in the various camps to which 
they have been assigned for the pres­ 
ent, though something may be done 
looking towards diminishing the num ­ 
ber when it becomes apparent that they 
are no longer needed. 
The govern­ 
m ent will dispose of the transports 
th at have been in use as fast as they 
can be released and are no longer re­ 
quired for service. 
All vessels of the navy that o xn be 
spared from service in the W est Indies 
will be ordered to ports in the states 
where the men will be given brief holi­ 
days. 
The big battleships of the fleet 
will be put in drydock as soon as possi­ 
ble and undergo such repairs as may be 
necessary. 
There is scarcely a vessel 
of the navy th at does uot need docking. 
It is expected th at the large dook in the 
New Y'ork yard will be ready to receive 
the ships in about two weeks. 
The 
auxiliary vessels of the navy which will 
not be used for the perm anent navy will 
be disposed of as soon as they go out of 
commission, probably being sold at 
auction.

The discovery is located 
in the N orthw est territory, Canada. 
The news of the discovery has caused 
a great stain pi‘de from Juneau aud 
other Southeastern Alaska points, and 
it is estim ated th at at least 1,000 pros­ 
pectors have started for the locality. 
As reported here, the And was made 
two years ago by George Miller of this 
city, about the time the Klondike was 
made. 
Miller allowed his discovery to 
rem ain dorm ant and w ent to the Klon­ 
dike. 
Last June he returned and, tak ­ 
ing a few friends into his confidence, 
revisited the place and 
staked out 
claims. 
W alker Garter, who has just re­ 
turned here from the diggings, says: 
“ I saw four men shovel iii 20 ounces 
in two days, one pan from bed rook 
containing |4. 
This was on Discovery 
claim. 
Fine creek is about 15 miles 
long aud will average 75 feet in width. 
Discovery claim is about eight miles 
from the month of the creek. 
The bed 
rock is only five feet from the surface 
and is of a slate formation. 
Miller has 
five men at work shoveling into sluice 
boxes and he pays I l i a day each, set­ 
tling every night w ith dust taken from 
tile boxes. 
The men are taking out 
IGO a day to the man. 
“ W hen I left 33 claims had been lo­ 
cated and the balance of the creek is 
reserved by the Canadian government. 
W hen I was coming out to Juneau I 
m et a large num ber of prospectors go­ 
ing into every bay along Tagish lake 
trying to find the spot, which they had 
heard of but whose location they did 
uot know ” 
The news has caused great excite­ 
m ent in Juneau aud every boat leaving 
here is crowd**! with prospectors. 
The 
gold brought in from the new diggings 
is like that from the Klondike, very 
coarse, but it is said to be worth $2 an 
ounoe more.

General Polavieja is looked upon by 
many as a possible dictator in Spain. 
It seems more than probable that he 
will at least succeed Sagastaas premier, 
either before or after peaoe has been 
conclnded with America. 
The New York World correspondent 
interviewed him recently upon ques­ 
tions uppermost in the minds of Ameri­ 
cans and Spaniards. As the general has 
ruled both Cuba and the Philippines he 
is able to speak from an intimate 
knowledge of the people and conditions 
of those islands. 
Ile is also a confiden­ 
tial adviser of the queen regent and is 
familiar with her purposes and policies. 
General Polavieja lives on the town 
hall square (Plazuela de la Villa), in 
the old house Cardinal Cisneros in­ 
habited in the sixteenth century. One 
day, when some Castilian nobles waited 
upon the cardinal to ask him why he 
always was so severe with the feudal 
houses, Cisneros bid them look out of a 
window, and, pointing to the cannon in 
the courtyard, said sternly, “ If you 
don’t submit, yonder are my argu 
meats. ” General Polavieja, though a 
soldier born and bred—since he rose 
from the ranks in the war against Mo­ 
rocco in 1869 and rose from sergeant to 
governor general in 85 years, spent 
chiefly in the Cuban wars—is more 
bending and 
subtle than Cisneros. 
Speaking of Cuba, Polavieja said: 
“ The day will come in Cuba when 
all the respectable elements—Spaniards 
as well as the foreign residents and the 
old Spanish party, too—-will work for 
annexation to the United States in prof 


crosses nae many or the so called loyal­ 
ists. America must bear ail this in 
mind and not commit any more blun­ 
ders in the Philippines, where not 40,- 
000 but 100,000 men may be required 
to re-establish order and European rule 
of any kind. 
I do not mean that they 
will be necessary in order to restore all 
of the old features of the Spanish colo­ 
nial system, but energy and decision 
will be indispensable even to create a 
state of things compatible with respect 
for the lives and property of the Eu­ 
ropeans and essential for commerce 
and government. 
“ I fancy the United States will be 
content with a few naval stations and 
really aim at commercial advantages 
which Spain would grant. The object 
of America may even be rather to se­ 
cure advantages over European compet­ 
itors, who, like England, France and 
Germany, were ahead in the archipela­ 
goes. 
“ But Japan is a rival not to be dis­ 
dained, as her foreign and commercial 
policy is fostered and directed by able, 
farseeing, ambitious men. She cannot 
extend northward on account of Russia. 
Germany must necessarily go south and 
east toward the Spanish sphere of influ­ 
ence. I have studied the eastern coun­ 
tries carefully. The European powers 
do not pay enough attention to the formi­ 
dable economical and commercial rivals1 
starting into existence in China aud 
Japan. 
* We perhaps better than others could 
have dealt with the difficulties of rul­ 
ing our archipelagoes, because we are 
accustomed to handling heterogeneous 
races under our sway. Only we cannot 
undertake to do so unless allowed a free 
hand, without the drawbacks of Amer­ 
ican interference or protectorate to crip­ 
ple our costly efforts to re-establish im­ 
perial rule. 
“ The religious questions will f;ive us 
as much trouble as the commercial ques­ 
tions, upon which America will lay the 
most stress. I found yonder that the 
Jesuits exercised the most influence on 
the natives, then the Dominicans, next 
the Augustinian and the Franciscan 
friars the least of all. Church privileges 
and property will not obstruct reform 
or our rule in the archipelagoes. 
“ Our Philippines had no debt before 
the rebellion of 
1896-7, very little 
taxation, a comparatively light customs 
taritf and unbounded natural resources 
and trade possibilities. Consequently 
am justified in saying that the prospects 
of the archipelagoes are not bad if the 
war ends soon and America and {Spain 
come to an understanding and agree to 
a reasonable, practical restoration o!! 
our rule in the interests of civilization 
amid races evidently incapable of auton 
omy of any kind."

But before an­ 
nexation is reached Cuba will have a 
hard time. That is sure. She will cause 
America much trouble and expense. As 
for Spain, a new policy and new men 
are required. The masses and the pow 
erful classes are now profoundly dis­ 
gusted and are weary of the present 
politicians, newspapers and leaders. 
The great danger of the future is that 
these yet undecided but controlling ele­ 
ment* may be driven into Carlism or 
democracy. 
“ The Philippine question is bound 
to give much trouble to America, to 
Spain and to the European nations gen­ 
erally. It is unwise not to understand 
that the Americans have taught the na­ 
tions of the Malay race to face the Eu­ 
ropeans. This will tell against any 
rulers of our archipelagoes aud will be 
felt in the far easteru colonies of Eng­ 
land, Prance and Holland, because the 
spell of prestige has been scattered to 
the winds. 
The Americans have approached the 
Philippine problems without enough 
study and preparation. Having been 
badly informed by their consuls, they 
have committed the egregious mistake 
of supposing that the natives are capa­ 
ble of carrying out Anglo-Saxon notions 
of self government—administration, de­ 
centralization aud liberty of conscience. 
“ Directly they were rid of the Eu­ 
ropean the natives in every insurrec­ 
tion, even iii the last ones, have in­ 
stantly returned to their primitive con­ 
ditions. Affecting to elect to be the lit­ 
tle king’s chieftains, with absolute 
power in each district, they keep up 
the worst features of our officialism, 
and even in religious matters stick to 
those outward forms and ceremonies of 
worship which most strike the imagi­ 
native oriental raeos, though real reli­ 
gious feelings never penetrate deeply in­ 
to their almost childish nature. 
“ Such people are utterly incapable of 
imitating even the Japanese, who un­ 
derstand aud show profound ooh tempt 
for the Tagals and for our mestizos or 
half castes—crossbreeds of natives and 
Chinese or {Spaniards, who in two gen­ 
erations on the average revert to the 
condition of the inferior native race. 
They have all the defects and none of 
the higher qualities of either of the an­ 
cestral stocks. 
“ Such men are the moving spirits in 
the insurrections. They sell themselves 
like Aguinaldo, or ask for titles and

h ou ses on th e Isla n d . 
In no other country but Cuba is the 
presence of the public tolerated in the 
theaters during rehearsals. Climatic 
considerations of course explain why 
rehearsals are called at 7 a. rn., but no 
Cuban I ever Rpoke to could give any 
reason why, in Havana, the public 
should be permitted to attend rehearsals 
free of charge. The law, says The Dra­ 
matic News, does not allow a negro to 
appear on the Cuban stage, with the re 
suit that the Spanish aotors are ex­ 
tremely proud, aud if applause is with­ 
held are prone to wax extremely wroth. 
As white ladies in Cuba would think it 
derogatory to appear as supers, the law 
which regulates the theater is so far re­ 
laxed as to allow black ladies to appear 
on the stage. But the male negroes ex­ 
cept as keepers when quadrupeds are 
introduced, are sternly prohibited. In 
the stock plays which contain charac­ 
ters unsuited for white performers 
painted mulattoes are tolerated. As 
every town in Cuba has its dramatic 
censor, and all these gentlemen have 
their own views as to how a work 
should be treated, a play rendered suit­ 
able for Havana frequently requires a 
completely different supervision for, 
say, Santiago. 
The authorities, not even the censors, 
being able to cope with earthquakes, 
are careful, mainly because they are 
fond of attending the theaters them­ 
selves, to see that no fires occur. Every 
theater during a performance has up­ 
ward of 50 black bom heros or firemen 
ready to extinguish outbreaks. The pit 
in the Cuba theaters is reserved for 
white gentlemen, aud the first tier, 
which is only raised about a foot, so 
that conversation may be indulged iu, 
fur white ladies. 
The tinkling of a bell outside during 
a performance is the signal for the play 
to stop to enable all present, actors in­ 
cluded, to kneel down and cross them 
selves. The tinkling bell means that a 
procession of priests is passing to ad­ 
minister the holy sacrament to a dying 
man. All Cuban theaters have boxes on 
either side of the proscenium inclosed 
in trellis work. These are for the ac­ 
commodation of families who are in a 
state of half mourning. 
When not let, 
the seats are often disport**! of sub rosa 
to quadroon ladies not allowed to mix 
with white, but too proud to associate 
with blacks.

The New York Sun s correspondent. 
in describing the capture of Guam, oui' 
of the Ladrone islands, says: Of all the 
residents of Guam with whom mem­ 
bers of the First brigade of the Manila 
expedition came in contact Nicolas Diaz 
was most impressed with the capture of 
the island by the Americans. To him it 
was the fulfillment of prophecy. Three 
years ago, he said, an American whaler 
said to him : 
“ Nicolas, you wait. Some day before 
long a big American warship will come 
around that point and take this place. ’’ 
Nicolas waited. He kept his own coun­ 
sel, because, as he said, “ it. was not 
good to talk too much in Sournaye 
about the Spanish. ’’ He kept his faith, 
too, and sure enough the warship did 
come, and three other ships with it, aud 
Guam is American. 
They are a simple, hospitable people, 
these Chamorros. They sold their ma­ 
chetes to the soldiers, who wanted them 
as curiosities, for a song, and getting 
more is mighty difficult. They use the 
machete for everything, all the pursuits 
of peace and war. In peace they eau 
make a shift to do without machetes, 
but in their small rows it is different, 
as one old woman said when her hus­ 
band parted with his big knife for two 
silver dollars, “ Not can fight with 
money.’’ One night a party from one 
of the ships went in bathing on a little 
gaud beach that lies south of Sournaye. 
In dressing one of them left his revolv­ 
er. The next morning early a boat put 
out from Sournaye with the revolver 
and made search of the transports until 
the owner was found. 
Undoubtedly Guam would be a valu­ 
able possession for the United States. 
Its resources have never been dreamed 
of. The climate about San Luis d’Apra 
and Agana is delightful. It is almost 
better than Honolulu, and there are no 
mosquitoes. It rains every day, and at 
irregular hours; sometimes rains hard, 
but the squalls do not last long and are 
very refreshing. They keep the tempera­ 
ture down and the air free from dis­ 
tressing humidity. One does not mind 
the rain. If you get wet, it makes no 
difference. Your clothes are not hurt by 
the rain in the least, and you get dry 
almost immediately. You do not even 
take the trouble to shift. The breeze 
always blows fresh and cool, and it’s 
really very pleasant. If Manila is only 
half as endurable, we shall get along 
very well. 
The taking away of the governor of 
Guam and his staff and soldiers leaves 
the island in a curious situation. In 
theory it is in possession of the United 
States. The Spanish flags have been 
surrendered and the stars and stripes 
raised and saluted. But no represents 
tive of the United States is left to rule in 
place of the Spaniards taken away. The 
Sjiauish have not concerned themselves 
much with the administration of the 
affairs of the Chamorros. They have 
left that to the natives themselves. All 
they have looked out for is the collec­ 
tion of the taxes, which they have im­ 
posed on almost every simple act of life, 
such as killing a pig or buying a pony 
or planting a field or selling a barrel of 
cocoanuts. Civil process, such as it is, 
has lain with the Chamorro chief. The 
policemen" appointed by the Spanish 
have been 
simply the 
taxgatherers. 
Police work as we know it has been 
done by the soldiers. The military force 
maintained by the Spanish has been 
just enough to hold the simple and mild 
mannered natives by a show of strength. 
The one company of regulars was 
enough to insure the impressment serv­ 
ice of the company of natives, who were 
not so well armed as the Spanish regu­ 
ars. The natives were commanded by 
a native sergeant. 
Captain Glass talked with Mr. Portu 
sac, the one American citizen in Guam, 
about the status of the country after the 
Spanish rulers were removed, and came 
to the conclusion that it was not neces­ 
sary to leave any representative of his 
government in the island. Portusac was 
quito satisfied that affairs would go 
along in their usual smooth, quiet 
course. The collection of taxes had 
caused the greatest and practically the 
only trouble, and now the freedom from 
Spanish taxes would do away with that 
The civil process would not be disturb 
od. Portusac was satisfied that his own 
interests were all right without any 
sort of forceful protection, and there it 
was left Theoretically Guam is a Unit­ 
ed States possession; practically it is an 
independent island. 
The Mariana or Ladrone islands were 
discovered by the great Magellan on 
the cruise which ended in his death in 
the I hilippiues. 
There are a dozen or 
15 of them. Guam is the largest, aud 
Agana is the capital of the group. The 
Spaniards called them first the Ladrones 
because of the thieving propensities of 
the natives. 
Sometimes they called 
tin in the Lateen islands because of the 
lateen sails used in the piratical phallus 
of the natives. But in 1668, when most 
of the natives had been killed by the 
Spaniards and the remaining few thor 
oughly subdued, the name Mariana, in 
liquor of Maria Anna of Austria, widow 
•f Fhilio IV of Suaiu. was advent to the

The 
Third 
battalion 
is 
still

tached from the Eighth regiment, and 
is guarding what remains of the army 
stores. 
These are being rapidly moved 
to Santiago, and our duties will likely 
be at an end tomorrow as far as guard­ 
ing supplies in this section is concerned. 
We expect an order to join our regi­ 
ment, which is encamped on a hillside 
about a mile distant, when we will 
move to Santiago. 
I have just now been interrupted by a 
tarantula, one of the largest of its 
species, which crawled between Sergeant 
Hanley and myself. 
It was promptly 
captured, and after inspection by a 
number of the boys, was cremated. 
Tarantulas and scorpions are plentiful 
but are harmless unless put at bay. 
We are strictly in the dark as to our 
future. 
Rumors of all kinds are afloat. 
One, to the effect that we will be re­ 
turned to the states until fall on account 
of the unhealthy condition of the island, 
seems the most probable. 
Another is, 
that we will be sent to the Btates and 
mastered out, as well 
as 
all the 
volunteers who participated in 
the 
Santiago campaign. 
Oar camp is pitched on a hill over­ 
looking Santiago, and about four miles 
distant. 
A stream of sparkling water 
runs through a growth of cocoa, m an­ 
groves and bamboo. 
Beds have been 
made of bamboo, covered with palm 
leaves and above ground. 
Picturesque 
shacks have been built of bamboo and 
thatched, the boys quickly grasping the 
Cuban idea of architecture. 
These 
buildings are used by the boys for sun­ 
shades, and when the mercury is hover­ 
ing aronnd the century mark, we are to 
be found within. The boys also frequent 
the 
creek, 
and 
sit 
for 
hours 
whittling pipes, pitchers, canteens, etc., 
from bamboo, and paper knives, pen 
holders, souvenir spoons, and almost 
everything conceivable in the small 
wood line from cocoa and lignnm-vitae. 
When the boys return home they will 
each carry a supply of souvenirs and 
relics for distribution among 
their 
friends. 
The health of the Eighth is compara­ 
tively good, there being less than fifteen 
men in the hospital. Two of these are 
from Company E, one afflicted with 
malaria in a mild form and one from 
measles. 
Of oourse there are many 
small ailments caused by too much 
tropical fruits. Mangroves are the chief 
source of trouble, but many of the 
soldiers have formed an appetite for this 
luscious fruit, aud the protests of the 
surgeons are in vain. 
A peculiar little 
nut, with a savory kernel, proved for­ 
bidden fruit for three of our boys, and 
it took considerable time and emetics to 
stop the writhmgs of the unfortunates. 
The not, which has a name a yard in 
length, is very poisonous. Orders have 
been issued to boil all water used for 
drinking purposes. 
No doubt there is 
considerable uneasiness 
among 
oar 
friends in regard to yellow fever. From 
the most reliable source I learn that 
there is not a case in Santiago province, 
although there is considerable malaria 
and 
dysentery. 
It 
is 
nothing 
unusual 
too see 
a 
squad de­ 
tailed to bury an unfortunate soldier, 
and the way it is done seems a dis­ 
grace to civilization, but cannot be 
helped. 
A narrow grave is dug aud the 
oorpse wrapped in a blanket and his half 
of a shelter tent. 
After being lowered, 
perhaps someone will read a prayer 
or a few verses of Scripture, or perhaps 
not, aud he is covered up. 
His identity 
may or may not be kuown. lf so, a 
board, with his name, company, regi­ 
ment and date of death, is driven in 
at the head. Our boys, when burying 
the dead, make it a point to mar* their 
resting place as neatly as possible. 
There is muoh indignation at the way 
the hospitals are conducted. 
The oorps 
are too small, tents are scarce, and 
treatm ent administered in a manner 
that is calculated to make a very sick 
patient wish for his own demise. 
In 
one instance a patient lay dead in a 
shelter tent for two days, and only the 
presence of vultures brought the m atter 
to notice. 
Fever aud measles patients 
were compelled to lie without covering

a chat with the general and his staff, 
many of whom are graduates of Ameri­ 
can schools. 
They have no use for 
General Shafter and are not slow to ex­ 
press themselves. 
They claim tnat the 
great loss to the American forces was 
caused by indiscretion, and conld have 
been avoided had artillery been used in­ 
stead of compelling the infantry to 
charge. 
In regard to the retreat of the 
Cabans during the firing of the last day, 
the general said : 
“ We were on the extreme right of the 
firing line, and when the order came to 
charge we marched up without flinch­ 
ing, and the men only retreated on 
command of their officers. 
To approach 
any closer meant the loss of a number 
of my men, and the loss of a Cuban is 
irreparable. 
Down here we haven’t a 
hundred men to take the place of one as 
in America, and we take every precau­ 
tion to insure their safety. 
Yon will 
notice that a number of our soldiers are 
mere boys, scarcely in their teens, and 
who ought to be hanging to their 
mother’s apron strings. You can readily 
see as to what straits we have to resort 
to hold an army and what the loss of 
even one soldier means. Years of suffer­ 
ing and uneven warfare should show up 
the bravery of the Cubans.’’ 
When questioned as to the probability 
of American annexation the officer said : 
“ No, we think ourselves capable of 
maintaining a government, and one 
that will have laws as broad and liberal 
of that of America. 
We appreciate the 
aid of your soldiers, and trust that you 
will on the surrender of the island leave 
Cuban affairs to our people.’’ 
After a lengthy chat on various topics

The Cubans have a peculiar 
style of cooking that is unexcelled.

Greene, who commanded the American j 
force which repulsed the Spanish at- j 
tur k at Manila, was appointed-by Presi- j 
dent G rant a cadet at West Point in 
1806. 
He was distinguished there for 
scholarship, and he was graduated in 
June, 1870, at the head of hi* class. 
The next two years were passed in the 
artillery arm of the service, after which 
he was assigned to the engineer corps. 
Iii 1877, at General Sherman’s sugges­ 
tion, Lieutenant Greene was sent to I 
Russia as m ilitary attache of the St. 
Petersburg legation to accompany the ; 
army of the czar in the invasion of 
Turkey. He was present with Ghourka 
at the battles in 
the Shipka pass, 
stndied the investment of Osman Pacha 
at Plevna, witnessed Skobeleff’s mem- i 
orable charge on Sept. ll, 1877; .saw 
the capture of Plevna and Taskossen, 
Sophia, Philippopolis and Adrianople, j 
and from the heights of San Stephano i 
beheld the minarets of Constantinople. 
He was honored by decorations from j 
the Russian emperor and the king of 
Roumania, and his “ The Russian Army 
aud Its Campaign In Turkey, 1877-8,” 
is a textbook on the Turko-Russiau 
conflict. 
He was made a captain of the regu­ 
lar army in 1888, aud in 1886 he was 
made instructor of m ilitary engineering 
at West Point, in which capacity he 
served until he resigned from the army 
two years later to engage in business.

Therefore the sooner this rule ceases in 
Cuba the better it will lie for the pub­ 
lic health of America and of the world. 
If proof were needed that yellow fe­ 
ver is essentially a disease which flour 
itches amid filthy surroundings, and 
that when these favoring conditions are 
removed abates aud in some instances 
wholly disappears, we might cite Ja ­ 
maica, Mexico aud the Danish West In­ 
dian islands as examples of the g»*Mi 
results following proper sanitary meas­ 
ures. 
Indeed north of the equator Ha­ 
vana stands as almost the sole aud cer­ 
tainly as the chief source of this par­ 
ticular form of danger to the commer­ 
cial nations of the world. 
From its 
proximity to Cuba the United States 
has been tile principal sufferer from 
. Spanish neglect of the laws of health, 
ami undoubtedly whatever form of gov- 
i eminent may be decided upon for < uba

Rev. George H. Vibbert last evening 
delivered an excellent sermon at the 
First Presbyterian church from the te x t: 
Rev. xii 7, “Michael and his angels 
fought against the dragon.”

in Fifth avenue, a foul tenement neigh­ 
borhood, and home in Commonwealth 
avenue, Mr. Vibbert said : “These repre­ 
sented extremes of our civilization, con­ 
trast^ between barbarism and Christian 
civilization, or what use people made 
of the surplus dollar. 
W endell Phillips 
declared that 
‘our 
civilization 
very 
largely depended upon the use we made 
of the surplus dollar.’

The man in one family 
learns to drink. 
His appetite grows 
stronger and stronger, he works less and 
less, cares little for home, wife and 
children, moves to a poorer neighbor­ 
hood and they go steadily down.

own living, or else utterly neglected, be­ 
come street arabs, and they all fall into 
the ranks of the perishing and danger­ 
ous classes. 


••The other man continues sober, in 
antrums, frugal, and their home has 
more and more of the advantages of 
money, education and religion. 
There 
are books and pictures and they enjoy 
music and grow 
religions, and are 
blessed not only with material pros­ 
perity, but by the higher influences of 
Christian civilization. 
A collection of 
homes like the first would be like the 
Five Points or a slum in a great city, a 
group of homes like the second, would 
form a community prosperous 
and 
blessed. 
They show the inevitable con­ 
trast 
between 
intemperance 
and 
sobriety, barbarism and civilization.

The United States w ill shortly be in 
possession of the island of Porto Rico, 
and consequently matter about our new 
acquisition is interesting. 
Mr. Freder­ 
ick A. Ober, who was the late commis­ 
sioner in Porto Rico of the Columbian 
exposition, has contributed to the Au­ 
gust Century an interesting article on 
the beauty and resources of that coun­ 
try. 
He says: 
“ In the extreme northeast rises the 
highest peaks of the central cordillera, 
in the Lnquillo sierra, known as ‘El 
Vunque,’ or ‘the anvil, ’ variously es­ 
timated at from 8,600 to 4, HOO feet in 
height. The hills are of lesser elevation 
toward the west and southwest, but the 
whole north oeutraJ country is rugged 
aud uneven. 
Between the spur® from 
the main range lie innumerable, seclud­ 
ed valleys, where the soil is of great 
fertility. 
The impressive features of 
the landscape are the rounded summits 
of the multitudinous hills, which leave 
the coast in constantly rising billows 
that finally break against the cordillera 
vertebra, yet all are cultivable and cul­ 
tivated to their very crests, though the 
higher mountain peaks are forest clad. 
“ More than 1,800 streams, it is said, 
of which number perhaps 40 or 60 at­ 
tain to the dignity of rivers, rise in the 
hills and seek the coasts, most of them 
running northerly, though the beet har­ 
bors are in the west and south. 
But 
portions of the island in the southwest 
are afflicted with drought at times 
owing to the precipitation of the north­ 
east ‘trades’ against the northern hills. 
“ The higher hills are clothed in the 
exuberant and diversified vegetation of 
the tropical forest, where tree ferns 
flourish and great gum trees and moun­ 
tain palms tower aloft; at lower levels 
are the cedar and mahogany, walnut 
and laurel, with many others noted for 
their useful woods. Throughout the is 
land are found those trees and shrubs 
valuable for their gums, as the mamey, 
guaiacorn and oopal, while the list of 
medicinal plants includes most of those 
invaluable to our pharmacopoeias which 
tropical America has given to the world. 
These are the silvestres, nature’s wild 
children, but of cultivated plants then 
is no species peculiar to the tropics that 
does not flourish here. 
In the littoral 
levels, between the mountains and tin 
sea *nrows the nusrar cane. which ma' 


b e cultivated up to an altitude of 8,OOO 
feet. It was introduced herefrom Santo 
Domingo, having been brought to Amer­ 
ica either from Spain or the Canaries. 
The annual yield of sugar is estimated 
at about 70,000 tons. 
“ In these fertile lowlands also tobac­ 
co does exceedingly well, aud the an­ 
nual production is said to be quite 
7,000,000 pounds. It may be cultivated 
ou tile hills, but the true mountain 
lover is the coffee, which does not do 
well below 600 feet, aud is at its best 
1,000 feet above the sea. 
It was first 
brought here from Martinique in 1722, 
and now yields to the extent of 17,000 
tons annually. 
Maize, the true Indian 
corn, is indigenous, as is the yucca, the 
aboriginal ‘stuff of life,’ and both grow 
every where, as well as the pineapple, 
which is more reliable and more uni­ 
versal than the peach of our north tem­ 
perate zone. Cotton and rice are found 
at nearly all elevations, the latter, 
which is the chief food of many labor­ 
ers, being what is known as the moan 
tam variety. 
Bananas and plantains are wonder­ 
fully prolific,

nal y life, its yield being reckoned at 
IOO nuts a year. The annual product of 
bananas is given as 200,000,000 and 
of cocoanut*, 8,000,000. 
The entire 
range of tropical fruits is represent­ 
ed here, such 
us 
the 
guavu, lime, 
orange, aguacate, supodilla and avocado 
pear, 
while ail subtropic vegetables 
may be raised, including those of the 
south temperate zone, such, for instance, 
as are grown in Florida. 
The mineral kingdom has not been 
so exhaustively exploited as the vege­ 
table, but more than traces have been 
found of (kipper, coal and iron as well 
as vast deposits of sa lt 
The rivers at 
one time ran to the sea over beds of 
golden sand, aud from the stream today 
(as in the neighboring island of Santo 
Domingo, 
where the first American 
gold was discovered) the natives wash 
out nuggets by the crude processes of 
that distant day when Aguey na ba went 
prospecting with his false friend Ponce 
de Leon. ”

Among the m any sources of w ealth 
existing in Cuba not the least im per 
taut is timber. 
“ C uba,” said a prom ­ 
inent lum ber m erchant, “ contains 17, 
000,000 acres of virgin forest, in which 
are to be found upw ard of 40 species of 
valuable hard woods. 
The lum ber in ­ 
dustry, like indeed most of the island s 
resources, 
has been neglected under 
Spanish rule. 
These great forests are 
practically unexplored. They have cer­ 
tainly never bean surveyed by experts, 
though they w ill be m ines of wealth 
for the first lum berm an who exploits 
their contents. 
As for the exports of 
wood, about $220,000 a year, they rep­ 
resent a sm all fraction of the possible 
product. The wood w hich comes to m ar­ 
ket in largest qu an tity from Cuba is 
oedar, which is w onderfully abundant 
in P inar del Rio and the east. 
But the 
trade iu cedar is badly managed. W hat 
w ith bad packing and general shiftless­ 
ness, more than half the wood is lost or 
useless before it reaches the U nited 


“ Other woods which we have been in 
the habit of getting from Cuba are 
mahogany and lignum vitae, both very 
plentiful. 
The common mahogany of 
the island is the best there is and sells 
in the United States and Europe at 
from $110 to $180 per 1,000 feet. 
An 
other kind called figured or birdseye 
fetches from $400 to $600 per 1,000 
feet 
It has been known indoed to sell 
as high as $1,260. 
The Cuban lignum 
vitae, the finest known, is much in de 
maud, bringing from $25 to $40 a ton, 
the extra quality $45. 
And there are 
many other woods which would be val 
uable if only brought to market 
“ For example, Cuba contains 82 ape 
oies of palm, including the Yarez palm, 
whose leaves are used for the manufac­ 
ture of hats and baskets. 
The articles 
so made are exported in considerable 
quantity to Europe, where they fetoh a 
good price. The fiber, if not so pliable 
as that of the panama hats, is more 
durable. The bark of another palm, the 
palma real, is used for boards. 
The 
boards are very hard and withstand 
moisture far better than the best yellow 
pine. The palma real is almost the only 
material used by the small farmers in 
building their houses. They employ the 
bark boards for the walls aud the leaves 
for roofing. 
“ Tho Cuban ebony should have a 
large sale some day. 
The acana, ot 
which there are two varieties, is used 
in the island for rafters. It is very d u r­ 
able aud w ill last for many years even 
if exposed to wet. The Sabina cl mar* ma 
resembles cedar, but is more solid. It i> 
easily Worked. 
The roble blanco aud 
roble am arillo are also easily worked. 
They are used for window aud door 
frames, and for carriage and sh ip b u ild ­ 
ing. 
From its durability the hitter is 
m own us eternal wood. 
The jiqui is 
extrem ely hard aud is especially suits- 
de for posts ou account of its durabili­ 
ty. 
The quebra bacha has the same 
qualities. The grauudillo is a peculiar­ 
ly beautiful cabinet wood. The caim itil­ 
lo is elastic and very strong, aud is 
used for rafters, carriage shafts and 
barrel hoops. 
The guanin de costa is 
also strong aud elastic aud in addition 
it is practically waterproof. 
The yaya, 
ma b« va and Cuero make good rafters, 
w hile the jagna is suitable for gun 
stocks, and t he cuya for poets, part it n 
larly under water. 
“ The jigue has great resisting prop 
erties. as has the m ajagua. as well as 
durability. From the bark of the latter 
ropes can be made as gtwvd almost as 
those of muni I la hemp. They were for­ 
merly used all over the island, but they 
are very dear owing to their being made 
by hand. 
“ As proof of the usefulness of the 
Cuban forest trees it may be said that 
rn house can be built w ithout the use of 
a single nail, aud Strong euough to 
stand up against auy wind. The beams 
and rafters are tied together w ith sex 
oral species of liana, which are found 
in abundance iu the woods. Another iii 
threating product of the Cuban forest is 
the w ater vine. It grows from 2 Si to 8 
inches in diam eter, and when cut yields 
a large quantity of pure fresh water. 
There are also considerable quantities 
of dye woods, w hile the supply of copal, 
rosin and turpentine in the forests of 
Piuar del Rio is simply uuinnited. 
• The chief difficulty w ith which the 
Cuban lum ber industry bas had to con­ 
tend hitherto is lack of transportation 
facilities. Yet this is a difficulty which 
should be easily got over, for the shape 
of the island is such th at no point is 
far distant from the coast, while the 
latter has sheltered inlets every few 
miles. 
The transportation of the wood 
ought to be a very small m atter if you 
remember that it is considered profit­ 
able in the U nited States to convey j 
lumber m any hundreds of miles to the 
nearest river. But I have un doubt that 
this w ill all he rectified once the Span- j 
lards are out. ” —New ^ ork Min.
